The honorary award consists of a 
printed scroll awarded at the Annual Awards Ban- 
quet of the Education Council and the Graphic Arts 
Technical Foundation which is held in March. A 
recipient from the Washington, D, C. area would 
also be honored at the Printing Industry of Washing- 
ton, D. C. Printing Week Banquet held in January, 


E ligibility. Any person employed in the government 
of the United States, whether Federal, State or local, 
appointed or elected, is eligible for nomination. 


Nomination of candidates. The heads of Govern- 
ment departments, agencies and commissions are in- 
vited to nominate candidates.

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Closing date. Nominations for the Award should 


be submitted by December 1 to the Education
